Porter, democrat, 13,663. The same places 
four years ago gave Stickney, republican, 
45,823; Senter, democrat, 15,5388. 

On the basis of the vote four years ago, 
which is not being varied from a great deal, 
this means a plurality over Porter, the demo- 
cratic candidate, of at least 21,000, which is 
an extraordinary triumph under the circum- 
stances.

Chicago Butchers Believed to 


Have Favored War, and 
Those in Other Cit- 
jes, Peace, 


COUNT IS GIVEN TODAY. 


Dr. Cornelia de Bey Credited with 
Negotiations Leading to 
Present Casting of 

Vote. 


With the vote of the butcher workmen in 
Chicago apparently in favor of continuing 
the packing house strike and with the vote 
in other centers in favor of ending it, the 
result last night was in doubt. The count of 
the ballots will be announced this afternoon 
by President Dofinelly. Those conversant 
with the situation regard the strike as prac- 
tically at an end, whatever the outcome ot 
the voting formality. Only a minority of the 
strikers in Chicago cast any vote at all. 

Donnelly and Vice President C. E. Schmidt 
professed that they could not forecast the 
outcome of the effort to terminate the long 
struggle. 

Says the Vote Is Close. 

“It looks as if the vote was close,” said 
Schmidt. “I would not be surprised if the 
two sides were not more than a few hundred 
ballots apart. 

The indications are that Chicago has gone 
strongly for continuing the fight and the 
western cities strongly the other way. 
Around 20 per cent of the members voted.” 

A 20 per cent vote in Chicago would give 
4,000 ballots. Estimating that 3,000 of these 
were for continuing the strike and 1,000 for 
ending it, the city would have a majority of 
2,000 for staying out. 

“ Our advices are that the majorities in the 


west and in New York will greatly exceed |. 


2,000 for peace, said A. F. Evans of Swift 
& Co. “I believe the count will show that the 
strike is ordered ended.’’

In anticipation of the return of the torbobr 
employees to the packing plants, 500 of the 
nonunion workers deserted during the day, 
but nothing Hike a stampede of the strikers 
occurred. It was estimated that 110 applied 
for their old places. 


Voting Begun in Afternoon. 

Voting began early inthe afternoon. There 
are twenty-six local unions, and difficuity 
had been experienced in securing meeting 
halls. A schedule was arranged by which 
one local had a half hour to transact its 
business and then gave way to the next. 
The halls were in constant use all the after- 
noon. 

As one meeting succeeded to another and 
the men met one another, going in and com- 
ing out, their hostility to the peace propos!- 
tion became manifest. The lard refinery 
workers came from Schumacher’s hall, 5652 
Ashland avenue, shouting “ No to the oleo- 
margarine workers entering the room. 

A few straws. soon indicated how the vote 
was going. The sheep butchers voted unan- 
tmously for keeping up the fight. The beef 
casing workers were said to have voted 195 
to 57, the beef luggers 247 to 47, and the cattle 
butchers 145 to 45 against peace. The live 
stock handlers, the coopers, teamsters, and 
others of the outside trades postponed voting. 


Work of Dr. De Bey. 

The person chiefly responsible for the ne- 
gotiations which made possible the taking 
of the vote is Dr. Cornelia B. de Bey. Dr. de 
Bey’s advisers were Miss Jane Addams of 
Hull house, Miss McDowell of the university 
settlement, and other friends. The first move 
for peace was made Thursday afternoon. 

Mies De Bey that day was given a letter of 
introduction to J. Ogden Armour and for an 
hour and a quarter they discussed the moral 
and economic features of the struggle. Later 
her arguments were directed toward winning 
the head of the great packing company to 
agree to meet Donnelly. Finally Mr. Ar- 
mour agreed and the meeting Was arranged 
for at his home residence that evening. 

Donnelly went to the Armour residence 
accompanied by Vice President Schmidt. 
They arrived at 9 o'clock Friday evening and 
did re leave until midnight. When they 
went away the details of the peace plan prac- 
tically had been determined on. 


Will Reinstate Old Men. 

Mr. Armour said his company would rein- 
state its former employés as rapidly as pos- 
sible, giving them the preference in the fut- 
ure, and paying the skilled men the old 
wages. He had consulted the other packers 
and said they would act according to the 
ecurse there mapped out. 

When the wages of the unskilled men came 
up for consideration, Mr. Armour asked that 
it be left to him, saying the men would re- 
ceive fair treatment. It also was agreed that 
the packers would, so far as possible, run 
their plants continuously through the week, 
thus giving work to fewer men, butat higher 
wages. 

Donnelly and Schmidt then galled at Ar- 
mour’s office Saturday afternoon and com- 
pleted the peace arrangements. The de- 
velopments of the three days since have 
been the working out of those plans.

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KNOW ALLHOMEARTS 


Public School Girls Graduate to 
Be Expert Housekeepers. 


NEW STUDY PLAN IS TOLD. 
Diploma Expected to Rank Owner First 
Matrimonial Field. 


Perfect housekeepers—lacking only in one 
detail—a house—will.be graduated from the 
Chicago public schools soon, if the aims of 
the board of education are attained. 

In fact, it is the hope of the school authori- 
ties that a diploma will far outclass beauty, 
wit, and other matrimonial attributes, put- 
ting the graduates in a class by themselves. 
The only anxiety is whether the schools can | 
graduate ideal housekeepers fast enough to 
keep up with the demand. 


What Graduates Will Know. 

The expectation of the board members 
are based on a course of study in cooking and 
sewing, completed yesterday by R. M. Smith, 
supervisor of the manual training and house- 
hold arts department, after a year’s work. 
In brief, after the Chicago public school 
girls of the seventh and eighth grades have 
successfully completed these courses they 
will know: 

How to arrange and care for a kitchen. 

How to select, use, and care for kitchen utensils, 

What kind of fuel to use in cooking: 

What kind of foods to cook and how to cook 
them. | 

The effect of the different foods on digestion. 


What foods are fat producing and what foods 


are heat producing. 

How to buy foods with the greatest possible 
economy. 

How to write bills of fare that shall be attractive 
as well as furnish the right proportion of different 
foods. 

How to keep their homes sanitary. 

How to care for the plumbing. 

How to darn socks, 

How to patch trousers. 

How to make their own dresses. 

The new courses of study were given out 
to the teachers in the different branches ata 
meeting in the rooms of the board of educa- 
tlon yesterday. They are the result of inves- 
tigations made by Supervisor Smith of the 
courses of study in use ingschools of house- 
hold arts, domestic eicence, and manual 
training all over the country. 

Delve Deep in Food Theories. 

Cooking and physiology will be taught to- 
gether by the new system. First, the begin- 
ner must study the human body, its digestive 
functions, and the wearing out and the re- 


pairing of the tissues. The next step will be 


needs and what foods contain the most nour- 
ishment and are the most digestible—what 
are heat givers and what are flesh form- 
ers. 

When the students have mastered thé de- 
tails of foods and the operation of the kitch- 
en they will begin the actual study of cook- 
ing. How to arrange attractive bills of fare 
and at the same time a healthful dietary will 
be taught. The best diet for the sick will be 
explained, and special stress will be laid upon 
infant feeding. House sanitation, including 
the chemistry of house cleaning, will be the 
next branch taken up. Special attention will 
be pald to table setting and serving and the 
care of linen, china, silver, and brass. 


Will Master Sewing Science. 
But other branches of housekeeping will 
not be ignored. The instruction given to the 
classes in sewing will include the use of 
needles, thread, thimbies, scissors, tape 
measure, and the emery. After this the 
different kinds of cloth will be explained, with 
the process of weaving. Next the pupils will 
be taught all the kinds of stitches. After 
they have mastered them they will be taught 
how to patch, to make buttonholes, to sew 
on buttons, to darn, and to hemstitch. Then 
they will be given instruction in cutting and 
making garments. 

Next they will be taught the progress made 
in the clothes making industry. Finally they 
will be told how to shop—how to select suit- 
able material and how to calculate the 
amounts necessary. 

The new course of study in manual train- 
ing practically unites the manual training 
and the drawing departments. 


SUBMARINES OFFERED TO 
RUSSIAN BY AMERICANS. 


Three Boats at Cronstadt Which Will 
Be Turned Over if Unusual Terms 
Are Accepted, 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 7, 3 a. m.—The Standard's 
correspondent at St. Petersburg transmits 
the following, received from Cronstadt: 

“An American steamer has just arrived 
here with three submarine boats on board, 
and these are being offered the navai author- 
ities on the following conditions: 

“The owners wish to sell the boats out- 
right to the Russian government for a lump 
sum, or they undertake to man the boats with 
their own crews and act as a kind of char- 
tered pirates to sink the enemy's vesseis. 
In the latter cage they would require only one 
Russian officer on board each boat as a su- 
pervisor, while for every Japanese vessel 
sunk they would require 25 per cent of its 
registered value. 

“The agents, however, boldly assured the 
authorities of the Baltic fleet, with which 
they are anxious to coGperate, they would be 
at a serious disadvantage if they refused, be- 
cause they have sent another steamer with 
three submarines of the same kind to the 
Japanese, who will certainly take them.” 

A specia] meeting of the admiralty was 
held Tuesday evening to decide upon the pro- 
posal.

BUENOS AYRES, Argentina, Sept. 6.— 

Two thousand were killed and 4,000 wounded 
in a battle lasting three days between the 
Uruguayan government forces and the revo- 
lutionists. 

Gen. Vazques, minister of war, who led 
the government troops, was defeated and he 
has retreated, abandoning his arms and mu- 
nitfons. 

General’s False Report. 

While Gen. Vazques recently reported to 
the government that he had won an im- 
portant victory over the revolutionists, it. 
seems from later news received from the 


field that his own forces were routed. 


In a recent battle the revolutionists were 
driven back, and Gen. Vazques, while prese- 
ing his victory, was suddenly met by stub- 
born resistance. The rebels reassembied 
their scattered forces and engaged the gov- 
ernment troops, 


Fight Long and Bloody. 
For three duys the battle raged with ter- 
rible losses to both sides. 
Gradually the rebels drove Gen Vazques 
back, and, aceording to last reports; the 
minister of war was in full retreat. 


Situation in Paraguay. 

Reports from Paraguay state that the revo- 
lutionists there are holding their own. Presi- 
dent Wicurra has made proposals for a set- 
tlement, but the rebels insist upon his resig- 
nation. 
Government troops sent from Asuncion 
have been defeated, and the revolutionists 
are preparing an attack upon the city.

JAP FORY DEFIES GUNS. 


FIGHTING AROUND LIAOYANG IS 
TOO FIERCE FOR RUSSIANS. 


Correspondent Who Had Reached Sin- 
mintin Sends Account of Assaults 
on Outer Works—Declares New 
Troops Rushed In to Take Places of 
the Fallen and Nothing Could Check 
Them—Miles of Ground Strewn with 
the Dead. 


* {BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Sept. 7.—A correspondent at 
Sinmintin sends the following report of the 
fighting to Aug. 31: 

“The Russian cavalry made a report to 
headquarters on Aug. 22 that the Japanese 
were advancing east. Gen. Kouropatkin | 
and his staff at once ieft town and proceeded 
to the Tang river through a mountainous 
country with 50,000 troops and seventy guns. 
Large forces with a number of guns held the 
roads leading to the Russian positions, which 
were of immense strength. During the next 
two days the Russians prepared to attack. 
Bands played to cheer the men, who were in 


high spirits. 3 
Artillery Openg Battle. 


“ Early on the morning of Aug. 25 the bat- 
tle commenced with terrific artillery fire, 
which continued throughout the day and 
only ceased when darkness set in. Great 
damage was done to the Russian batteries. 
Earthworks were smashed and guns thrown 
out of position. Despite the terrific slaugh- 
ter the Russians did not retreat and rein- 
forcements arrived. 

Under the cover of darkness the Japanese 
infantry crept close, and when the moon 
shone out surprised the Russians with a 
furious charge. For an hour thousands of 
men were locked together in a struggle with 
swords and bayonets. The clash of weapons 
end the shouts of the combatants were audi- 
ble for miles. 

While this encounter, which placed Kou- 
chanlun in possession of the Japanese, was 
proceeding, the advance on the right was 
checked by a heavy fire from Anping and 
Anshanchan. Daylight discovered the fact 
that the only Russian position captured was 
Kouchanlun. The ground for miles was 
strewn with dead and dying. The crop of 
wounded was awful. 


Jap Ferocity Increases. 

Again tbere was a general advance from 
all sides. The Japanese fought more flerce- 
ly than on the previous day. Their losses 
were more numerous than those of the Rus- 
sians, who were sgtreened from their fire. 
Nothing, however, could resist the tenacity 
and courage of the Japanese. Time after 
time whole masses went down before the 
Russian fire, but their places quickly were 
taken by others. : 

More guns were dragged into position. 
In the afternoon the backbone of the defense 
was broken and the Russians retired to their 
inner line of fortifications. The battle was 
resumed the next day. It resulted in the 
Russians evacuating every position after an- 
other tremendous hand to hand conflict. 


Scale Steep Mountain Sides. 

The Japanese, who are as active as cats, 
climbed mountains with sides as steep as 
houses, and engaged the Russians on their 
tops. Hundreds were thrown into ravines 
and smashed to pieces, presenting a sicken- 
ing sight. Heads, arms, and legs were scat- 
tered in all directions. Streams and pools of 
water, with which the country was flooded 
after the rains, were the color of blood. The 
whole scene was one of utmost desolation 
after the battle. 

The natives fled, with the exception of 
some who robbed the dead.’’ 


VOLUNTEER SHIPS AT ZANZIBAR 


[Smolensk and St. Petersburg Receive 


Orders from Russia and Will 
Return to Europe. 

ZANZIBAR, Island of Zanzibar, Sept. 6.— 
The British cruiser Forte early this morning 
found the Russian volunteer fleet steamers 
St. Petersburg and Smolensk within the 
three mile Umit, and communicated to them 
the orders of the Russian government to 
desist from interference with neutral ship- 
ping. 

The commanders of the Ruselan vessels 
said they would forthwith proceed to Europe. 

After the orders of the Russian government 
had been delivered to them the Smolensk and 
St. Petersburg joined a German collier and 
proceeded to Dar-Es-Salaam, on the African 
coast, twenty-five miles south of Zanzibar. 


MAY YIELD ON CONTRABAND.

CHEFOO, Sept. 6, 10:15 p. m.—Firing at 
Port Arthur was heard here tonight. 

Two Chinese interpreters, belonging to the 
official household of Lieut. Gen. Stoessel, 
commander of the military forces at Port 
Arthur, have been caught spying at Shushi- 
yen and Palungshan. They were executed 
by the Japanese. 

Chinese who arrived here today from Fort 
Arthur declare that the Russian garrison ex- 
pects a general land and sea attack on 
Sept. 7. 

On Sept. 2 and 8 the Japanese bombarded 
the fortificatiédns severally, and two Rus- 
sian guns on a fort near Rihlungshan were 


dismounted. 


The recent entrance into Port Arthur of a 
large steamship carrying provisions, chiefly 
flour, has resulted in the reduction of the 
price of flour from $5 to $2 a bas. 


10,000 Japs in Hospital. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Sept. 7, 3 a. m.—The Chefoo cor- 
respondent of the Chronicle says 10,000 sick 
and wounded Japanese are at Dalny. More 
than half are suffering from beriberi, and 
these succumb rapidly. 

The Russians at Port Arthur have plenty of 
food, especially canned goods. Refugees 
say they are buoyed by the hope of an army 
coming to rescue them. Gen. Stoessel, the 
commander, has a cave, like the one occu- 
pied by the commander of Ladysmith in 
South Africa, whence telegraphs radiate to 
the forts, enabling him to direct operations. 


Viren to Command Squadron. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6.—Capt. Viren, 
commander of the cruiser Bayan, will re- 
place Rear Admiral Prince Ouktomsky as 
commander of the Port Arthur squadron. 

The Novoe Vremya this morning got out 
an early edition announcing the fall of Port 
Arthur, but it was recalled before the paper 
reached the streets. Such a report is current, 
but it seems to have no basis in fact. 

The emperor has received the following dis- 
patch from Lieut. Gen. Liapounoff, military 
governor of the island of Sakhalin, dated 
Sept. 6: : 

Two of the enemy’s warships this evening 
approached Korsakovsk (Sakhalin). They 
stopped four miles from shore and sent 
launches toward the sunken cruiser Novik. 
Our troops opened fire, whereupon the 
‘launches returned to their ships.“ 


STORY OF RETREAT TO MUKDEN. 


Russian Army Strung Out in Long Line 
from Yentai Mines to the 
Northward. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—The retreat to Muk- 
Gen as developed by dispatches from Muk- 
den and St. Petersburg, is being made in 
the face of heavy natural obstacles. 


| A Mukden dispatch dated Sept. 6 at 1:40 
p. m. says: * | 


The retreat of Gen. Kouropatkin’s army 
is being carried out in good order, despite 
the terrible condition of the roads, rendered 
sodden by the rains which fell yesterday 
and today, which mire the lumbering guns 
and heavy transport trains. Long lines of 
commissarat wagons, drawn by steaming 
mules, horses, and even bullocks, are strain- 
ing their way north over the soaking, cut 
up main road from Yental. 

* Behind them come long trains of artillery, 
and back of them still Kouropatkin’s army. 
The Japanese are hanging on Kouropatkin’s 
flanks, keeping the Russians engaged in a 
continuous rear guard action, 


“The progress of the retreating army has | 


been slow, owing to the necessity of first get- 
ting the baggage and guns; but the heads of 
the commissariat trains already have passed 
through Mukden and are continuing their 
way towards the north. 

The main Japanese army is marching up 
along the roads eastward of the Russian line 
of retreat, whieh converge at Mukden. 

“Another Japanese force is also heading for 
Mukden from the westward, coming from the 
direction of the Liao river. 

Marshal Oyama evidently has great su- 
periority in numbers, especially in artillery. 

“As this dispatch was filed the booming of 
the Japanese cannon, Which are in play four- 
teen miles from Mukden, can be heard.

MONTANA MAN FIRST TO MAKE

T. C. Benbow Demonstrates Beyond a

eension to a Height of 200 Feet and 
Shows That He Is Complete Master

St. Louis, Mo., Sept 6.—[{Special.]—T. C. 
Benbow, a Montana aeronaut, is the first man 
to sail an airship over the world’s fair 
aeronautic concourse. He made a trial as- 
cension this aftérnoon and demonstrated be- 
yond a doubt that his machine is perfectly 
dirigible. The Benbow airship ascended to 
a height of from 150 to 200 feet, and sailed as 
far as to the east gate, a distance of 600 or 
700 feet. before descending. 

The Benbow airship consists of cigar shaped 
balloon and aluminium car. It has a 10-horse 
rower engine, run with hydrogen gas. The 
bag is about 70 feet long and has 16 propeller 
blades, four on each wheel, and two wheels 
on each side of the car. The bag has a ca- 
pacity of 14,000 cubic feet and has a lifting 
power of 900 pounds. a 

Benbow propelled the machine with ease. 
when going in the direction of the wind. but 
when he tried to turn against the wind, he 
found he did not have enoungh gas. 

Benbow’s ship was held captive with a rope. 


| Mr, Benbow says the rope prevented him 


from making a complete test, and he is satis- 
fied that he can sail the full mile without any 
hindrances. The balloon was not inflated 
to its full capacity. 

It was announced tonight that the airship 
of Capt. T. S. Baldwin, who made a success- 
ful flight at San Francisco, is on the way to 
St. Louis. Dr. Greth, of San Francisco, is 
also coming to St. Louis with an airship. 

Percy Hudson, assistant chief of the de- 
partment of trangportation, returned today 
from Quincy, where he made arrangements 
with the Baldwin brothers, aeronauts of 
that city, to try for the three Big balloon 
prizes which the exposition company is of- 
fering.

We have heard 
you brag about 

Chicagoans may brag about the new Fed- 
eral building, but they should not brag 
about the new postoffice building. ‘The 
term conveys a false impression. 


A NOVEL TRAFFIC AGREEMENT. 

Two years ago the St. Louis and San 
Francisco road made an agreement with the 
owners of nine-tenths of the stock of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois road to pay 
them $250 a share by 1942, and in the mean- 
time to pay them 10 per cent dividends. The 
agreement binds the purchasing road to do 
nothing to impair the value of Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois stock. 

It 80 happened that early this year the 
Frisco road needed money to meet some out- 
standing notes. Unmindful of its agree- 
ment it started to issue a $26,000,000 mort- 
gage on the Chicago and Eastern IIIinois. 
There were immediate remonstrances 
against what would have been a palpable 
violation of the agreement, and the project 
was abandoned, and a new one whose legal- 
ity is now before the courts for determina- 
tion was worked out. : 

Last April the Memphis and Bouthinet: | 
ern road, which is owned by the Frisco, en- 
tered into a contract with its owner and the 
Eastern Illinois whereby it agreed to inter- 
change traffie with the last named road, 
which in return was made to guarantee to 
the Memphis and Southeastern that the net 
earnings accruing to it should be sufficient 
to pay 414 per cent upon $16,000,000 of its 
bonds and also 5 per cent on $5,000,000 out- 
standing notes of the Frisco road. 

This arrangement if carried out might im- 
pair the value of Eastern Illinois stock. If 
the Memphis and Southeastern should be 
unable to pay the interest on the $16,000,000 
of bonds, the guaranteeing road would have 
to pay it. The Eastern Illinois is not mort- 
gaged outright to raise money for the Frisco 
road, but by using it as a:guarantor that 
road hopes to be able to float with greater 
ease the $16,000,000 of bonds referred to. 

The lawfulness of the proposition to sad- 
dle the Eastern IIlinois with a contingent 
liability is questioned by some of the stock. 
holders, who are endeavoring to find out what 
the courts think efit. . Certainly the scheme 
to utilize the credit of the Eastern Illinois is 
an ingenious one. It reveals the possible 
uses which may be made of traffic agree- 
ments. But the judges who are to pass on 
the agreement may not have so high an 
opinion of it as the lawyers who devised it.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST CRIME. 

The chief of police is quoted as saying: 
“We are going to make Chicago so un- 
healthy for the holdup man and house bur- 
giar that he will want to give us a wide 
berth.” Perhaps Chief O'Neill did not 
really say that. He must recall occasions 
when. police officials have told the public that 
it was their intention to drive criminals out 
of the city at omee, and have found subse- 
quently that the criminals were a stubborn 
lot, not easily driven. 

It is better for the general. Who is begin- 
ning a campaign to say nothing as to what 
he expects to accomplish. If Gen. Kouro- 
patkin had not set out by announcing that 
| he intended to dictate terms of peace at 
Tokio his retreat from the Yalu to Mukden 
would have been a little less humiliating. 
When the head of a police force starts ‘out 
on a campaign against crime it is not expe- 
dient to make to the community promises | 
which it may be impossible to keep.

If he will go to 
work systematically and quietly, not taking 
the criminal! classes into his confidence, he 
ought to be able to round up a considerable 
number of professionals, asd, with the co- 
operation of the police justices, make the 
city too hot for them. The most effective 
way of dealing with men whose only liveli- 
hood is crime is not to wait for them to rob 
or steal and then try to catch them, but to 
keep them continually on the run. They do 
not reform, if let alone. They simply plan 
new crimes. A good vagrancy law under 
which men who have no honest means of 
support, and want none, can be put in bride- 
wells if they do not leave town, does much 
for the protection of a community: 

Criminals are obstinate fellows. They 
cannot be shooed off. They are not fright- 
ened by mere threats or spasmodic crusades. 
They have to be fought persistently and 
roughly. If Chief O'Neill will begin and 
keep up that kind of a campaign he will in 
time make an impression on the enemy. 
Then it will be in order for him to say to 
the community: Behold what I have 
done.”

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright: 1904: By the Mareuise de Fontenoy. 


RINCESS XENIA of. Montenegro has 
been reported as afflancal to so many 
different princes and even sovereigns 
that the news of her engagement to 
Grand Duke Michael, the only brother 
ot the czaf, will be received with incredulity 
until official confirmation is given to the 
rumor. Should the marriage ‘take place it 
would be undoubtedly due to the influence of 
the empress mother, who is fond of the daugh- 
ters of the prince of Montenegro, and it would 
constitute a tardy act of reparation to the 
reigning house of the Black mountains. 
.Princess Xenia, with her sisters, was 
brought up at St. Petersburg at the expense 
and under the personal direction of the now 
widowed empress, who bestowed upon the 
girls the most motherly care and never made 
any secret of her desire and intention that one 
of them, preferably Helena, should become 
the wife of the then czarevitch, now Emperor 
Nicholas, 
The czar, however, fell in love with Princess 
Alix of Hesse instead, and insisted upon mar- 
rying her, his mother making no attempt to 
conceal her disappointmient, while Princess 
Helena had been to such an extent regarded 
not only at the court of St. Petersburg but 
also throughout Europe as the future czarina 
that when Nicholas bestowed his affections 
elsewhere she was looked upon has having 
been jilted. A couple of years later she was 
led to the altar by the present king of Italy, 
and, the czar did his best to atone for the 
mortification to which she had been subjected 
at St. Petersburg by furnishing her dowry, 
her trousseau being given by his mother. 


Princess Xenia has already once been ac- 
tually alan : to the late King 


Alexander of Servia. The match was duly 


negotiated by the plenipotentiaries of the re- 
spective nations, But when the Servian king 
arrived at Cettinje to claim his bride, the 
beautiful, high spirited girl was so horrified 
by his degenerate appearance and by his re- 
pulsively coarse manner that she insisted on 
breaking off the marriage then and there, in 
spite of all that her father could say to the 
contrary, and the ill fated king was forced 
to return to Belgrade alone, so profoundly 
humiliated by his treatment at.Cettinje that 
diplomatic relations between the courts of 
Montenegro and Servia were severed.

The hand of the Princess Xenia was likewise 
sought by Prince Andrew of Greece, While 
there have been reports from time to time 
to the effect that Queen Helena of Italy had 
negotiated a match between her sister and 
either the count of Turin or the duke of the 
Abruzzi, first cousins of her husband in the 
line of succession to the Italian throne. 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria is said to have 
been another, suitor for her hand, while it 
has even been asserted that she was about 
to marry her brother-in-law, the present king 
of Servia, whose wife was her eldest sister. 

There is no doubt that a marriage between 
the Grand Duke Michael and Princess Xenia 
would be a popular one in Russia, far more so 
than if the grand duke were to wed any of 
the German or English princesses who have 
been mentioned as suitable matches for him. 
For Xenia belongs to the same creed as him- 
self, and, having been brought up by his 
mother at St. Petersburg, would find herself 
quite at home in Russia, where she would 
never be looked upon in the light of a for- 
eigner. Her two elder sisters are already 
established in Russia, one as the wife of the 
Grand Duke Peter, the other as the consort 
of Duke George of Leuchtenberg, who, al- 
though not a grand duke, is nevertheless an 
imperial highness. 

Then, too, she comes from a magnificently 
healthy stock, and this would no doubt tend 
to counteract the tendency to consumption 
which has manifested itself among so many 
of the younger generation of the sovereign 
house of Romanoff. 

With regard to the dynastic and political im- | 
portance of the match, it is only necessary to 
recall the fact that the emperor recently 
issued a decree proclaiming Grand Duke 
Michael regent of the empire in the event of 
his death during the minority of the Czare- 
vitch Alexis, who was born a month ago. 
Princess Xenia might, therefore, if she be- 
came the wife of the Grand Duke Michael. 
find herself at any moment the consort of the 
virtuat ruier of during a long number 
of years, with only the life of young Alexis 
between her husband and the throne. By the 
marriage Grahd DuKe Michael would become 
a brother-in-law of the king of Italy, as well 
as of King Peter of Servia, relation- 

hips which would not be without much po- 
itical importance were he to become either 
regent or emperor. 

— 

With the exception of Princess Xenia’s two 
sisters above mentioned, and of Grand 
Duchess George, who is a daughter of the 
king of Greece, and of Grand Duchess Alex- 
ander Michaelovitch, who is the czar’s sister, 
all the other wives of the Russian grand 
dukes have been German princesses. Now, 
the German strain in the blood of the reigning 
house of Russia is not popular with the peo- 
ple, which complains that these repeated 
matrimonial! alliances with Teuton princesses 
for a hundred years have served to almost 
entirely obliterate every vestige of the old 
Romanoff stock. It is on this account that 
the grand duke's marriage to a Slav princess 
will be hailed with satisfaction by the Rus- 
sian nation. 

The memorial which is being raised by the 
people of Scotland and by many of his Eng- 
lish friends, admirers, and sympathizers to 
the late Gen. Sir Hector MacDonald, popu- 
larly known as Fighting Mac,“ on the brow 
of Green hill, Dingwall, Rossshire, serves to 
call attention to the extraordinary attitude 
of the English press with regard to this un- 
fortunate man, who was led by ealumnſes of 
the most horrible character to commit suicide 
at Paris. 

A certain number of prominent Scotchmen, 
who knew and admired him, entertained 
strong doubts as to whether the insinuations 
made against him by the governor of Ceylon 
in council were justified, or merely the out- 
come of malignant gossip. Consequently 
they subscribed a considerable sum of money 
and deputed a committee, comprising some 
eminent lawyers, but on which the church 
and the army were likewise represented, to 
proceed to Ceylon for the purpose of making 
a thorough investigation. On the return of 
the committee it unanimously reported that 
Sir Hector was entirely innocent of the hor- 
rible charges made against him, proof being 
furnished thereof, as well as of the manner 
in which the calumnies originated and had 
been intentionally circulated. 

Copies of the report were sent to all the 
leading London papers. But only one made 
room for it in its columns. All the others, 
which had been the loudest in their cruel 
insinuations against Sir Hector at the time 
of his suicide, refrained from publicly 
acknowledging that they had heaped infamy | 
upon the grave of an innocent victim of a 
particularly cruel slander, who had rendered 
good and true service to the country, winning 
his way up from the ranks to the grade of 
general of the British army. 


In reply to a reader who asks for further 
detalls about Castel Gandolfo, where the 
cardinal secretary of state is now staying, on 
the shores of the Albano lake, near Rome, I 
would mention that the palace was built by 
Pope Urban VIII. of the Barberina family, 
according to the designs of Maderno, in 1629, 
on the site of the former castle of the turbu- 

nt Roman, Baron Gandolfi, Pope Alexander 
VII., who was exceedingly fond of the place, 
added greatly to the beauty of the buildings, 
while the magnificent gardens were laid out 
in the reign of Pope Clement XIV., by Car- 
dinal Cybo, who was so celebrated as a land- 
scape gardener. 

The private apartments of the“pontifr are 
on the second floor, and in the ante-chamber 
of the chamberlains of the pope there hangs 
on the wall an immense painting which just 
now is of timely interest, since it represents 
Pius VII: signing the concordat with France 
at Fontainebleau, while a prisoner of Na- 
poleon I. : 

Pius IX. spent most of his summers at Cas- 
tel Gandolfo prior to his loss of temporal 
power and his shutting himself up in the 
vatican in 1870, and adjoining his dining 
room is a splendidly equipped billiard room, 
with two billiard tables, on which he played 
a clever game. 

By the treaty between the papacy and the 
Italian government the possession of Castel 
Gandolfo and of its park was assured to the 
holy see in the same manner as the vatican. 
Cardinal Merry del Val is, however, the first 


great dignitary of the church to cross its 
threshold since 1870.

Editors on Outing 
Favor New Charter 


Ulineis editors, members of the Inland 
Press association, were taken out in the 
middie of Lake Michigan yesterday, where 
they could not get away, and the new Chicago 
charter talked to them until they agreed to 
support it. After that they were landed a! 
Waukegan, and from there they went by 
trolley to Fort Sheridan, where Col. 8. R. 
Whitall, commander of the post, entertained 
them with drills, music, and a parade, 
topped off by a dinner of soldiers’ fare. 

It was the annual meeting of the associa- 
tion, and it was also made the occasion for 
the second annual outtng for the nonresi- 
dent members of the Chicago Press club. 
The whaleback Christopher Columbus took 
the party to and from Waukegan, and it was 
on board the boat that the meeting of the 
association was held, and eloquent speakers 
pleaded with the editors for their support 
of the constitutional amendment to be voted 
on this fall. 


— 

The Chicago new charter convention was 
represented by B. E. Sunny, chairman of 
the campaign committee, and by W. H. 
Brown, secretary of the conventjon. The 
principal speakers for the new charter were 
Samuel Alschuler and E. Allen Frost. Alex- 
ander H. Revell, also a member of the cam- 
paign committee, was in the party and did 
yeoman service ip buttonholing the editors 
and pleading with them. 

After the formal speeches President A. W. 
Glessner of the association called upon the 
editors to express their views, and from 
every hand came hearty indorsements of the 
movement and promises of support. Among 
the editors who spoke énthusiastically in 
favor of the new charter were Smith D. 
Atkins, editor of the Freeport Journal, and 
B. F. Shaw, editor of the Dixon Evening 


Telegraph. 


— 
Speaking for the new. charter convention, 
Mr. Alschuler said in part: The adoption 
of the proposed constitutional amendnfent 
will enable the legislature to provide a com- 
prehensive system of local government which 
is much needed by Chicago. Such an amend- 
ment would not in any manner disturb or 
affect any portion of the state outside of Chi- 
cago, and there is no reason why the farmer 
vote should not be cast for it. In fact. a new 
charter for Chicago would be of benefit to all 
the state, because the destinies of Chicago 
and of the state are bound together by the 
closest ties, and they must share alike in all 
improvements.“ 


„There is no politics in this movement to 
get a new charter for Chicago,” declared 
Mr. Frost. The new charter convention 
is composed of delegates from seventy 
bodies, reform, political, and social, and all 
creeds and classes meet here on common 
ground. 
“Tt is our aim to get a simplified system 
of local government, better adapted than the 
present one to the needs of a great city like 
Chicago. To mention some of the things we 
want, I can say that one of the most im- 
portant is an adequate municipal revenue 
system for our government and corporate 
purposes. We want to reduce the number 
of our taxing bodies. A constitutienal 
amendment such as we propose does not 
mean a change in the constitutional pro- 
visions for the rest of the state, it is simply 
designed to authorize the legislature to grant 
a special charter for Chicago, which shall 
cover the needs for local self-government. 
The trip back to Chicago was made on the 
boat, arriving shortly after midnight, and 
the hours were passed away with dancing 
and a program of songs and speeches.

SWIMMING EVENT AT ST. LOUIS. 


Three Olympian Events Are. Decided— 
American Fifty Yards Record Low- 
ered by Holomay of Buda-Pheth. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 6.—The Olympic swimming 
championship races were contizued today and, 
because of the well known champions from various 
parts of the world participating, the attendance 
was large. Three Olympic championships were 
decided, fifty yard swim, 220 yard swim, and 
swimming on back, 100 yards. A number of 
handicap and minor championship events were also 
on the program. 
The American fifty yard record of :31, held by 
David Gaul of the Pennsylvania Swimming club, 
was broken by Zoltan Holomay of Buda-Pesth and 
Scott Leary of San Francisco, who tied in covering 
the distance in :28 8-5. In swimming off Holomay 
won, lowering the record to :28. 
C. M. Daniele of the New York Athletic club, 
who won the 220 yards championship swim in 
2:44 1-5, broke all records, including the world's 
record of 2:46 flat held by David Billington of Eng- 
land, and the American record of 2:50 4-5 held 
by E. Carroll Schaefer.
